It is to these gallant men — to the spirit of all firefighters, past 
and present — that The Firefighting Museum of The Home In¬ 
surance Company is dedicated. In an effort to recreate for p(K- 
terity the heritage of the fireman, the Museum has preseAfed the 
most outstanding collection of firefighting history in the country.

ing. Here, also, will be found 
a collection of valuable old 
piints which depict the fireman 
in action and mirror all of the 
“dash and splash” of a bygone 
era. 

The artistry, skill and thor¬ 
oughness which went into the 
creation of painted panels, 
engine decorations, silver sei-v- 
ice, trumpets, buckets and other 
priceless objects strongly reflect 
the power and glory of the old- 
time volunteer firemen- 

This tribute to firefighting 
and insurance tv as begun by 
and has been continued by The 
Home, which began as a fire 
insurance underwriter well over 


a century ago. To the best of 
our knowledge, this collection of equipment, records and symbols 
is the most complete and accurate documentation of firefighting 
history anywhere in the world

DEFENSIVE DRIVING - 
A WAY OF LIVING - 

"Experience is a p'cat teacher” tJie okJ saying goes, but th^rc were 
more than 50.000 drop-outs froni “Life Uiiivcrsiiy” last year because of 
traffic Fataliues. AVhat we learn from otliers’ experiences <lcpeiit!s more 
on our own nature than on our experiences. Is there really much diff^erence 
between the young driver who asserts his equality by exhibitionist driving 
and the older driver who having "arrived" heetls no longer to review safe 
driving techniques? 

Studies reveal that only 20% of all aedde-nts involve habitiialiy 
reckless or inesponsibk- ilrivei’s, while 90% involve the usually 
accident-free group known as "good drivers", 

Road tests given by The Institute of Driver Beliavior show 
that the vast majority of presumably good drivers make constant 
errors in driving. Nine out of ten fail to achieve a passing mark 
of 70, and only Jl out of every lOU earn an expert rating wiili a 
score of 85. 

I 

Defensive driving leclmiques are few and simple. Basically they in¬ 
volve l>cin^ careful to commit no errors you«clf. Make allowance for the 
lack of skill or improper attitude of the oilier fellow. Don't allow the 
hazards of weatlier and road conditions or the actions of pedestrians and 
other drivers to involve you in an accident. Keep alert Recognize hazard¬ 
ous situations far enough in advance to apply necessary preventive action. 
Concede the right-of-way wheiT necessary to asoid an accident. 

Studies have sliown that graduates of tlriver education courses have 
better accident records than tliose not taking die courses. There is evidence 
indicating that people who rlecide to attend a driver education course tend 
to be more careful tlian the average driver even before taking the course.

EXPLANATIONS OF CALENDAR PAGES AND 
IMPORTANT CHARACTERS 

The Zodiac is an imaginaiy zone 16" wide encircling the heavens, 
using as a center the apparent path of the Sun. The Zodiac has been 
divided by Astrologers into twelve "Nomes” of 30° or 2 hours of time 
eadi. Ea^ period is represented by a “Sign of the Zodiac” named 
after the constellation formerly appearing within it. According to the 
anpients each sign, named in all but two cases after creatures, rules a part 
of the human body. The Earth in its passage about the Sun passes the 
latter two-thirds of one sign and the first one-third of the next sign each 
month. The moon in its revolutionary period circles the Earth once in 
29H days, passing through all the signs. 

Time used in this Almanac is Civil time unless otherwise noted. The 
Sun reaches the meridian at 12 o'clock four times a year, April 15th, June , 
14th, September 1st and December 25th. At all other times the Sun is "fast” 
or "slow” by one to sixteen minutes. This is due to the fact that the Earth's 
path is an ellipse and is not exactly parallel to the Equator. To establish a 
uniform time an imaginary Sun of constant motion was devised and the 
corresponding time is known as Civil time. Standard time is obtained from 
Civil time by increasing or decreasing the time ^ven by the number of 
minutes you are west or east of the Standard meridian: One degree longi¬ 
tude equals 4 minutes. See “Sun on Meridian” at top of each page. 

For the two divisions, "Northern States”, and "Southern States” 
the time of Sun and Moon rises and sets is given for latitudes 45" and 35" 
respectively. If more exactness is needed for other latitudes, the correct 
time can be obtained by interpolation and extrapolation. Examples; For 
January 4th, for Lat. 40", sunrise is 7:24 and moonrise is 9:49; for Lat. 
50" they are 7 :54 and 9:37. The calculations in each of the geographical 
divisions of each calendar page will apply with sufficient accuracy to 
all places in contiguous zones indicated by the heading of the divisions. 

In the Moon column when the word "rises” is found the Moon is full, 
and the figures following that word are P.M. or evening, until the word 
"mom,” which means midnight. From "Morn” the figures are A.M., 
the Moon rising in the morning before the Sun is up. Then, after the word 
"sets” the time for setting is given, which grows later, from early evening 
until early morning, until the Moon is again full. Only the visible event 
is given—obviously one-half of the risings and settings occur in daylight 
and hence are omitted.

It is a late afternoon in June and the day is hot and sticky. 
The sky is overcast and gloojny and a southerly wind prevails. 
Thunder clouds are forming rapidly and an occasional jagged 
ra 2 or of lightning slaslies across the distant sky. Suddenly, the 
greenish-black clouds open up and torrents of rain and a bom¬ 
bardment of hail fall upon the earth. 

When the bases of the dark clouds begin to sag and bulge 
downtvard in pendulous forms, the conditions are all ^‘go” for a 
visit from that most \'iolent of all storms — the tornado. 

Overhead, far above the surface of the earth, a stonn of in¬ 
credible violence is raging as two air currents of different temper¬ 
atures, densit)' and moisture collide. As they converge sharply’, 
they form a swirling \ ortex of low pressure whicli grows and deep¬ 
ens gi'adually into a furious twisting motion. 

Suddenly, and without furtlier warning, a funnel-shaped cloud 
streaks earth\vard like a writhing rope, and soon a terrifying roar 
— “like the sound of a thousand freight trains’* — echoes over 
the land. 

Rushing northeast at 25 miles an hour, the whirling winds 
of its vortex reach an incredible 350 miles an hour, the funnel 
cuts a swath Uirough the countryside, leaving almost unbelievable 
damage. In its course, bams and houses explode and animals, 
automobiles, even trains are sucked into the spiral and carried 
hundreds of feet. 

Dipping, tw’isting, sucking, the funnel cuts a path of destruc¬ 
tion Ys of a mile tvddc and, before it Itas spent its rage, over 25 
miles long. 

Suddenly, it is gone, leaving a ravished countryside and a 
silence broken only by the fall of a heavy rain and, from isolated 
areas, the sound of a human voice in distress.

Emeralds, rubies, diamonds, sapphires, pearls and the rare and exotic 
Oriental cat’s eye and alexandrite can occur in a fantastic number of 
grades and values. When you, consider that thebe stones and • pearls arc 
^so cleverly syntlicsized, Iimiatcd and artificially cultured, you get a faint 
idea of what chance you have of getting a bargain from an Oriental 
character, howev'cr quaint his appearance. 

Some things never change, and this fact remains the same wherever you 
go, at home or abroad, you will do better to deal with the best and oldest 
merchant handling what you wish to buy. And you can find him by care¬ 
ful inquiry and observation, even in a strange and foreign city. 

Up to now we have been discussing precious stones, the jewels that 
represent lots ol money. Below the princely rank of precious stones comes 
the vast army of semi-precious .stones, wliicli can be found' in nearly cvci'y 
coumry in the world. These stones occur in every possible color and arc 
often just as^ lovely as the higher-priced and rarer precious stones. You

WEATHERLORE 

From prehistoric time right down to the present clay, no phenomenon 
lias inUuenced nmu anti hLs liistory as mnth as the weatner, Througli ages 
iiiicounted, in every place and clinTe» it lias inatle man comfortable or iin 
romforiahle* liealiliy or sick, well-fed or hungry,, prosperous t>r poor, 
peaceful or warlike and happy or miserable. 

Small wander then iliat the tirst thing modern man docs in the morning 
is to look out the window to see what kind of day it is, that before 
breakfast he consults the morning paper for the w’cather forecast, and that 
after giumbling off and on all tlay because it is either too hoi or too 
cold or too wet or too dry, he composes him^lf for slumber each night 
by watching the TV weather man's lale report. And that in between limes, 
he reads the FARMERS' ALMANAC. He is only doing what c\cty single 
one of his tliousands of ancestors did in their day vviih the means at 
their command, way back lo the time when his aboriginal, iimpty-greai- 
grandfathers iive<l in the trees, if intlcctl that U where they did live before 
they discovered caves and took to living in them — to get out of the 
wcaiher! 

And over a period of thousands of years hunters, fai-mcrs, sailors and 
shepherds watched tJic skies and the clouds and the iveathcr, and they 
noticed and rcmemt>eied tlie things that happened before changes in the 
w<^tiicr took place. So they built up a fund of knowledge about these 
^ings which was passed down from generation to generation, embodied 
in little savings, or verses. They weren’t sciennfic as wc undei-stand the 
term, but they were based on sound observation and were in most cases true- 
^ "*When the clevv' is on the grass, 

Rain will never come to pass” — 

for instance, doesn’t explain W^HY rain won't fall, hut it does set forth 
a tiTith whicli is scientifically provable — that wdien conditions are right 
for the fomiation of dew% then conditions aren't rigliL for minfall to occur. 

This primitive folk knowledge we call ”\V'eather Lore". Much of it here 
in the United Stales was imported from Europe in Colonial time-s and 
adapted to the climate of North America, but some of it was derived 
from the Indian culture or was developed during America's frontier days. 

Here's one from a far-off land, written centuries ago, from the New 
Testament, in fact: 

When it is evening, ye say. It will be fair iveathcr; 

for the heaven is red. Anti in the morning. It will be foul weather today; 

for the heaven is red and lowering. 

Mark: XVL 2-3 . 

And here are some others . . . 

A northern air brings weather fair . , , 

A winter fog will freeze a dog , , . 

March — In like a lion, out like a lamb 

In like a lamb* out like a Hon . . . 

No weather is ill if (he wind be still 

To talk of the lyeaihcr is nothing bin folly — 

^Yhen it rains on the hilt, the sun shines in the valley , , , 

When the irind is in the North, 

I'hen the fixSher goes not forth. 

When tlie wind is in the East, 

'"I is goo<l for neither man nor beast. 

When the wind is in the South, 

It blows the bail in the fish's moutlu 
^Vhen the wind is in the ’West, 

Then ‘lis at its verv best.
